did so me excellent wo rk and the lo ss 
was co nfined to the barn which was 
practically 
destro y ed 
befo re 
tho 
stream o f water was thro wn. 
Two 
lines o f ho se were used in fighting the 
flames. The reflectio n o f the fire was 
seen fro m so me distance and fpiite a 
cro wd o f Christmas sho ppers were a t­ 
tracted to the tire, and watched the 
firemen at wo rk.

Mr. Chambers had used his machine 
during the afterno o n and placed it in 
the barn abo ut six o ’clo ck.
